Feast of Our Lady of Atonement significant 
Jor the month dedicated to Precious Blood

J ULY is dedicated to the Precious Blood of the Son of 
God. The first day of this month is the solemn feast of the 
Saviour’s Blood Which poured down on Calvary’s Cross, 
cleansing the world from sin and raising all men up into the 
friendship and love of God. 

Red is the color and the symbol of blood. The vestments 
of the priest and the appointments of the altar are in crimson 
hue to symbolize the Blood of Christ. But red is also the color 
for the Blessed Virgin—under the special title and devotion of 
Our Lady of the Atonement. She wears a red outer mantle in 
honor of the Blood of Jesus which was shed upon the Cross 
for love of souls and for love of her, as the greatest victory of 
His redemption. Mary was preserved immaculate. because of 
It. She is also the source of that same sacred Blood and now 
as the Mediatrix of all grace she dispenses the precious merits 
of that Blood to the souls of men. 

The red mantle for Our Lady is most fitting, for she coop- 
erated so closely and so uniquely with Jesus in the mystery 
of the Cross as to be the Co-Redemptrix of the human race. 
Christ alone redeemed us, it is true, but His Mother shared in 
the sacrifice in a secondary and dependent way, but in a way 
that was truly meritorious and efficacious. Because of her role 
in the mystery of the Atonement, Mary is indeed Our Lady of 
the Atonement. “By the communion of sorrows between Christ 
and Mary she has deserved to become the dispenser of all the 
blessings that Jesus acquired for us by His Blood.” — 


Tus distinctive title for the Mother of God had an ex- 
traordinary beginning. It originated with Fr. Paul James 
Francis, S.A. and Mother Lurana Mary Francis, S.A., the 
founders of the Society of the Atonement at Graymoor, Garri- 
son, N.Y. It was conceived in 1900 (or 1901) when they were 
still members of the Anglican communion. 

When they entered the Catholic Church in 1909 with their 
small band of followers, they were allowed to retain their 
special title and devotion for Our Lady. They fostered a 
number of enterprises in her honor, notably the Rosary League 
of Our Lady of the Atonement, and obtained indulgences for 
prayers in her honor. 

There is a further connection between Our Lady and the 
Atonement. For just as souls are redeemed by the atoning 
Blood of Christ, so they are led to salvation through the minis- 
tration of Mary. Father Paul constantly stressed the idea that 
the salvation of the world depends upon devotion to Our Lady. 
He predicted that in time to come the schismatics, Protestants, 
lapsed Catholics, and all who are separated from the Church 
would return to the One Fold precisely through the love and 
intercession of Our Lady. + 

July 9 is the feast of Our Lady of the Atonement. Very 
happily it occurs during the month of the Precious Blood. May 
it serve not only as an inspiration and consolation for the 
Atonement Friars and Sisters, but be a Marian festival for other 
members of the faithful as well, to remind them of Mary’s part 
in the mystery of the Atonement and of her role in achieving 
the triumph of souls in the One Fold,

But actually Mencken never carried much, if any, in- 
lectual weight. He was not a thinker so much as a brassy 
nq colorful stuntman. In the pages of the Mercury he 
wt on a circus, with himself as star — and it sometimes 
med, sole — performer. His audience comprised mostly 
e callow who thought themselves sophisticates, the young 
ho thought themselves devilishly daring and fierecly re- 
slutionary. His very prose, in its heyday, was in the style 
the circus poster and advertising copy, loud, startling, 
rth an unusual vocabulary. 


But the run of any circus is limited. And when the 
formance stops and the gaudy paraphernalia has been 
wiled away and the tent has been struck, there is nothing 
#t behind but a bare, trampled, littered lot, with fitful 
choes and memories. That is precisely what Minority 
port is like. 

It is an inexpressibly dreary book, a kind of obscene 
chumation. A notebook, it is made up of 432 short entries, 
me of a few lines, others of a page or two. Round and 
ound the ghost of Mencken goes, touching wet matches to 
e same subjects which preoccupied him in the days of 
is hectic and tawdry glory. The same prejudicial opinion, 
the same spent words, is repeatedly expressed concern- 
ig the same thing. 

But gruesome though this is, it enables one to see why 
encken was for a time infiuential. He knew the trick of 
hocking, as in brutally insisting that criminals should 
eexecuted out of hand. He knew the trick of appealing 
) the ingorance he professed to despise, as in proclaiming 
hilosophers to be jackasses. He knew the trick of coarsely 
offing at religion. He knew the trick of thumbing the 
ise and spitting at all men in authority. And so forth. 
fearless critic this made him in the eyes of the discon- 
inted and irresponsible. In truth, he was but a buffoon. 

The vileness of his comments on Christ is at first ap- 
ulling, but soon becomes merely disgusting. For it is a 
‘velation of boobish baseness. It shows Mencken to be 
l intellectual adolescent mouthing dirty words and chalk- 
ng them up, in a crude scrawl, in public places.

P avrz MANUEL RODRIGUEZ is a chunky little 
man, a few inches ‘more than five feet tall.

When the first money came in Father 
Dale Francis Manuel hurried to buy lightning rods for 
the church at Limonar for he had worried about this—after 
all, it is only the atheists who think that Christians expect 
that God’s lightning in its impartiality will avoid churches. 
Christians know God gave us intelligence to harness and 
divert the power of lightning and God expects us to use 
this intelligence. So Padre Manuel started out by buying 
the lightning rods. 


But more money came in and more money yet and then 
it was that Father Manuel became happiest for he realized 
that now a dream might come true. In San Miguel he 
started a parochial school. Nearly 40 students crowded into 
a basement room, just 10 by 40 feet. In it were no desks, 
just two long tables and some chairs, and students of all 
Ages were together, 


But when the money kept coming in (soon there was 
more than eight hundred dollars, counting money sent to 
me that I passed on to him) he decided he would build a 
real school, 


He has the lot in back of the church, How big a school 
it will be will depend on how much of a school he can build 
with the money he has. Using concrete blocks, volunteer 
labor and not needing construction that protects from the 
cold, Padre Manuel can build a school for very little com- 
pared to what such schools would cost in the states. 


Next fall he’ll have room enough, he hopes, for twice 
as many students, maybe even more than that. The public 
school in the village is completely inadequate, a one room 
structure nearly crumbling with age. 

And then Padre Manuel dreams of a school at Coliseo, 
just six miles away. There a Protestant school takes care 
of many of the children and the lone teacher, a Jamaican 
who is a pleasant fellow who does not try to proselyte, 
knows better than anyone how much a Catholic school is 
needed. Padre Manuel has a lot there, too, and the floor 
already laid. 

So the readers of OSV have made Padre Manuel hap- 
pier than ever before and given him hope. It is the chil- 
dren who must be reached, and now; thanks to you, they 
will be reached. (Continued on page 11)

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Recreation is a very im- 
portant part of life. Ability to relax, 
to play, to enjoy leisure are physi- 
cal and psychological necessities. 
Some men are incapable of it. Others 
seem able to do nothing else. They 
are hedonists perpetually in pur- 
suit of pleasure. Furthermore, they 
are apt to be extremely likeable, 
warm, outgoing, friendly persons 
who add zest to any party, fun to 
any gathering. They are welcomed 
anywhere and their shortcomings 
overlooked everywhere but within 
their families. They quite literally 
don’t have a care in the world, but 
wives and children who want to te 
cared for eventually resent their 
carefree attitudes. Not without sound 
reason. Such men are so happily 
irresponsible that they neglect the 
serious aspects of marriage and 
family life. When called to account 
by their wives, they rarely fight, 
but usually flee the-home and stifle 
the pangs of an uneasy conscience by

fun.” 

Walt Brown was a playboy hus- 
band of the extreme type. He was 
short and cherubic looking. Years 
added pounds to his waistline, and 
subtracted hairs from his head. 
Eventually he began to look older 
but never behaved that way. He 
worked sporadically. Every job, and 
he had many in his time, was the 
same story. His employers began by 
liking ‘him, for his personality 
sparkled, words flowed smoothly 
from his lips and his initial perfor- 
mance always held a great deal of 
promise.

though not many are so extreme as 
Walt. The most serious criticism is 
not that they like play, or like to 
enjoy themselves. In fact, not a few 
wives would appreciate husbands 
who did take more time out for 
recreation. The real problem with 
the playboy is the inability to assume 
his rightful responsibility. 


Playboys are men who have 
never quite grown up, who have 
never quite found themselves. They 
seem incapable of serious, sustained 
effort over long periods of time. The 
result is that a wife finds she has an 
extra child in the family, not a hus- 
band. 

The second criticism of the 
playboy is a skewed sense of values 
which causes him to view pleasure 
as an end rather than a means.

We have recently come across the writings of a Moslem 
visionary, Sheikh Ahmed of Medina, who lived around the year 
1200.

Sheikh Ahmed then prophecied that in the year 2002 the 
Koran will disappear. The readers in the mosques will find 
only blank pages in their copies, and what they have learned 
by heart they will no longer remember. Moslemism will be 
destroyed. “Jesus, the Son of Mary, will then come from heaven, 
and there will be the final Armageddon, when the enemies of 
the Faith will be destroyed and all imperfect forms of religion 
will disappear, and Christ will establish his eternal reign.” 


Remember that this is only a Moslem prophecy and has 
no intrinsic religious worth, nor is it to be believed. We 
quote it only because it is an independent non-Christian 
testimony showing how a Moslem believed Moslemism would 
disappear at the end of the world.
